This last period 
he said whs the “harvest period” of 
life when a man ffiould reap what he 
had learned In the years that had 
past when his brain had developed 
to its highest point of efficiency. The 
successful business man found that 
it was not what he knew but what he 
used of what he knew that made suc­ 
cess possible. 
He did not believe in 
a knocker and said “If 
you 
make 
your living in a town don’t knock it. 
Remember a knocker never wins and 
a winner never knocks.” 
He said that he wanted to ask the 
doctor, the lawyer and the business 
man who were making a living in 
Kingston If their wives made pur­ 
chases out of town. 
He said that he 
did nts believe in

patronize home trade, but he did be­ 
lieve in “Try Kingston first.” 
This 
should apply to all things. 
Every 
one making a living 
in 
Kingston 
should make it a point to patronize 
the home merchants when

market for goods. 
Try

merchants first and see if they can 
not give ypu the service. 
He said 
when he was talking to a Chamber 
of Commerce meeting in a western 
town that a man in the audience said 
that he knew of a woman who sent 
away to a large city for a shirt waist 
and the concern sent 
her 
back a 
dozen to Mleet from 
She selected 
one and liked the other eleven so well 
that she sold them to her neighbors. 
Local m erchants should make it a 
point to not be afraid lo show their 
goods. 
They should try to create In 
their trade the feeling 
that

could do as well at home as in send­ 
ing away to another business house 
in another town. 
Business success, said he, consist- 1 
ed in four things, “Confidence in one­ 
self; confidence in one’s co-workers; 
confidence in one’s merchandise, and 
confidence in one’s town.” 
In the 
race of life the successful 
winner 
never complained of the obstacles he 
encountered on the way. 
It was the 
man who did not make a success of 
life that complained. 
The man who 
was not a success was the man who 
would sit down after he had gone a 
i little dis+ance in the race and would 
i make excuses for his failure to finish. 
“Don’t find fault or make excuses 
| but make good,” said the speaker.

How th« Process Known to Geologists 
ae "Faulting" Generates. 
It Is a well known fact that the ma­ 
jority of the severest earthquakes are 
produced by movements and readjust­ 
ments of the outer shell of the earth. 
The process, known to geologists as 
faulting, Is as follows: 
Owing to various subterranean causes 
the solid crust of the earth Is put un­ 
der stress. The stresses keep growing 
greater until finally they 'Teach the 
breaking point of the rocks. 
These 
yield suddenly and move over another 
along the line of fracture until the 
strnlu Is relieved. 
This breaking of 
the rocks sometimes along Unes hun­ 
dreds of miles In length and the move­ 
ment of the broken parts over one an­ 
other set up Jars or vibrations which 
traveling outward In all directions 
through the rocks constitute an earth 
quake. 
Tho severity of the shock depends 
upon the character and extent of the 
break, the amount of movement and 
the distance of the point from the 
place of origin of the disturbance. 
Earthquakes also occur frequently In 
connection with volcanic eruptions, bat 
these are likely to be more local Id 
character and, on the whole, less severe 
than tboae due to fuulting.—Review of 
Reviews.

as jitneys. 
Mayor Can­

8.— Austria to pardon and release political and military prisoners who are citizens of the ceded terri­ 
torio*. 9.— Italy to pay 200.000.000 lire (about $40,000,000) toward the refund of the national debt of the 
crown lands, etc., of the ceded territories.
